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HISTORY  OF  THE 
MONROEVILLE  CONGREGATION 


The  St.  Mark's  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  Monroeville, 
Ind.,  was  organized  in  1867.  The  first  Board  of  Trustees  were — 
Jacob  Sweany,  William  Calvert,  Nelson  Smith,  A.  J.  Clem  and 
J.  Robhison.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  E.  W.  Erick,  who  is  still 
living  at  Spencerville,  Ind. 

The  Monroeville  Pastorate  at  that  time  was  composed  of 
five  congregations,  as  follows:  Flat  Rock,  Convoy,  Mencers  and 
Sugar  Ridge.  During  forty-seven  years  of  history  the  Monroe- 
ville congregation  has  been  served  by  fourteen  regular  pastors 
and  four  supply  pastors: 

Rev.  E.  W.  Erick   from  1867     to     1870 

Rev.  M.  S.  Morrison from  1870     to     1872 

Rev.  A.  J.  Douglas  from  1872     to     1873 

Rev.  J.  Miller    from  1873     to     1874 

Between  1874  and  1876  the  IMonroeville  pastorate  was  dis- 
solved and  the  Monroeville   church  had  no  pastor. 

Rev.  Burns    from  1876     to     1877 

From  1877  to  1879  the  charge  was  vacant  except  being  oc- 
casionally supplied  by  Rev.  Knodle,  of  Convoy,  0.  From  1879 
to  1880  it  was  supplied  by  the  Rev.  D.  F.  Kain,  of  the  Massillon 
pastorate  and  occasionally  by  Rev.  Hubler,  of  Decatur.  In  1880 
IMonroeville  was  united  with  the  Massillon  pastorate  and  was 
served  by  pastors  as  follows : 

Rev.  W.  D.  Trover  from  1880     to     1883 

Rev.  A.  J.  Douglas from  1883     to     1887 

Rev.  0.  W.  Bowen   from  1887     to     1892 

Rev.  D.  F.  Kain from  1892     to     1897 

Rev.  A.  Z.  Fryberger from  1898     to     1900 

During  Rev.  Fryberger 's  service  the  ]\Iassaloin  pastorate  was 
divided  and  the  Monroeville,  Marquardt  and  Flat  Rock  congre- 
gations were  constituted  a  pastorate  and  served  by : 

Rev.  A.  J.  Douglas  (again)    from  1900     to     1902 

Rev.  D.  A.  Kulm from  1902     to     1905 

Rev.  J.  A.  West    from  1905     to     1909 

From  1909  to  1911  the  pastorate  was  vacant  and  was  sup- 
plied by  the  Rev.  Ralph  A  Wheadon  and  Rev.  Irwin  C.  Birk — 
students  from  Wittenberg  seminary. 

The  present  pastor,  Rev.  E.  E.  Campbell,  took  charge  on 
September  1,  1911.
